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MONTANA  LIVESTOCK  COMMISSION  MEETINGS 


FISCAL  TEAR  REPORT  1966  - 196? 

JULY  1,  1966 » Meeting  held  in  Helena*  Mr*  Saylor  and  Mr.  Cheney  reported 
on  the  meeting  with  the  operators  of  the  Shelby  Stockyards  regarding  the 
operation  of  that  market®  Dr.  John  Safford,  State  Veterinarian,  entered  the 
meeting®  The  operation  of  the  Rabies  Program  was  reviewed. 

The  Commission  directed  that  out-of-state  inspection  at  Sioux  Falls,  South 
Dakota  and  Sioux  City,  Iowa  be  maintained  and  that  a brand  file  would  not  be 
put  at  St*  Onge,  South  Dakota® 

Mr.  Moses,  Attorney  for  the  Livestock  Commission,  discussed  with  them  the 
following  cases ; State  vs  Gist,  State  vs  LeMond,  State  vs  Werner,  State  vs 
Tillett  (two  cases  - inspection  violations). 

On  July  22,  the  Commission  met  as  the  Livestock  Sanitary  Board. 

On  July  23,  the  Commission  met  with  the  District  and  Market  Inspectors  and 
entered  into  discussions  on  problems  of  inspection,  public  relations  and 
the  Commission  set  forth  their  duties  and  policies. 

The  Commission  approved  the  positions  of  Eastern  Montana  Supervisor,  (Ben 
Huckins)  and  Western  Montana  Supervisor,  (L0  C.  Johnston)® 

DECEMBER  4a  -1966 ® Meeting  held  in  Great  Falls.  The  Commission  reviewed 
the  livestock  market  regulations  and  agreed  that  such  regulations  would 
require  filing  of  any  new  tariff  amendments  with  the  Livestock  Commission. 

Chancey  Flynn,  President  of  the  Montana  Stockgrowers  Association,  entered 
the  meeting  and  visited  with  the  Commission  on  the  effectiveness  of  reward 
payments  and  budget  and  financing  of  the  Commission  for  the  next  biennium. 

The  Commission  met  'with  the  members  of  the  Montana  Livestock  Market  Associ- 
ation regarding  the  possibility  of  introducing  legislation  to  increase  in- 
spection fees  to  meet  increasing  costs  of  operation® 

Melvin  Holmquist  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards  Division,  U.SeD.A®  and  Ralph 
Miracle,  Secretary  of  the  Montana  Stockgrowers  Association,  entered  the  meet- 
ing and  general  discussion  was  had  on  the  meeting  with  the  livestock  market  men 
cancellation  of  bonds,  authority  to  suspend  operation  of  a livestock  market 
and  the  cooperative  agreement  the  Livestock  Commission  has  with  the  P.  & 3. 

Regulation  No.  29  was  amended  so  that  it  pertained  to  cattle  only. 

The  operation  and  ownership  of  the  Miles  City  market  and  the  financial  state- 
ment of  the  Kalispell  market  were  called,  to  the  attention  of  the  Commission 
and  they  ordered  hearings  be  held  as  necessary.

Other  matters  the  Commission  handled  in  this  meeting  were  a review  of  the 
Predator  Gontrol  Program,  inspection  of  feed  lots  and  Inspection  at  country 
points®  It  ordered  that  no  livestock  be  inspected  on  a truck  if  there 
were  over  three  head  on  that  truck  and  that  no  inspection  be  issued  after 
dark® 

Additionally,  the  Commission  studied  the  increasing  valuation  of  livestock 
and  indicated  that  no  inspection  fee  Increase  would  be  requested  if  this 
increase  in  valuation  returned  sufficient  tax.  monies  to  maintain  operation® 

FEBRUARY  2,  19&7  ° Meeting  held  in  Missoula®  The  primary  purpose  of  the 
meeting  in  Missoula  was  preliminary  discussion  of  the  hearing  to  be  held  in 
Hamilton  on  that  afternoon®  Other  matters  considered  were  inspection  viola- 
tions by  the  Tilletts,  information  on  markets  in  the  state  where  ownership 
had  changed  and  inspection  fees  at  livestock  market® 

At  1;15  P®  Mo,  the  Commission  convened  at  the  Court  House,  Ravalli  County, 
Hamilton,  Montana,  for  a hearing  on  an  application  for  a Certificate  of 
Public  Convenience  and  Necessity  to  operate  a livestock  market  at  Hamilton® 
This  hearing  was  necessitated  by  the  sale  of  the  Hamilton  Market  to  Mr® 

Morris  Gardner  and  Mr®  Alan  Muir® 

After  conclusion  of  the  testimony,  the  Commission  approved  the  application 
subject  to  the  new  owners  meeting  specific  requirements  (the  owners  have 
since  met  all  of  those  requirements)®  The  Commission  ordered  that  a new 
Certificate  of  Public  Convenience  and  Necessity  be  issued® 

MARCH  9»  1967®  Meeting  held  in  Bozeman®  President  A®  0*  Wilson  congratu- 
lated Mr®  F*  T®  Baylor  and  Mr®  W®  F®  Johnson  on  their  reappointment  to  the 
Livestock  Commission® 

Mr®  Wilson  was  re-elected  President  and  Mr®  Baylor  was  elected  Vice  President 

C®  P®  ’’Boots"  Shell  was  charged  with  Grand  Larceny  by  Bailee  in  District 
Court  at  Bozeman®  The  Commission  authorized  the  hiring  of  special  counsel 
to  assist  the  County  Attorney  in  the  prosecution  of  this  case®  Mr®  Moses 
agreed  to  do  this® 

The  Commission  adopted  Regulation  No®  35  which  reads?  "It  is  hereby  resolved 
by  the  Montana  Livestock  Commission  that,  under  the  brand  laws  of  this  state, 
only  hot  iron  brands  will  be  recognized  by  the  Montana  Livestock  Commission 
on  all  livestock  with  the  exception  of  sheep,  goats  and  swine"® 

The  Commission  ordered  that  a hearing  be  held  on  the  operation  of  the  Miles 
City  Bales  Yards  Company® 

The  Commission  directed  the  Executive  Officer  to  investigate  and  try  to  work 
out  some  solution  to  the  problem  of  inspection  of  Montana  cattle  at  Belle 
Fourche  and  3t®  Onge  Livestock  Markets®

MAI  23  - 2? ,»  1967 <=>  Meeting  held  in  Billings®  Mr®  Moses  reviewed  before 
the  Commission  the  case  of  n3tate  vs  Shell*1 , the  trial  and  acquittal  of 
Shell  by  the  jury  in  Bozeman® 

Mr®  Cheney  and  District  Inspector  Howard  Harmon  of  Sidney,  Montana  reported 
on  the  investigation  of  transportation  and  possible  theft  of  a blue-gray 
stud®  They  reported  that  a violation  of  the  inspection  law  charge  had  been 
filed  against  a Leonard  Nelson  of  Sidney  and  an  investigation  of  the  case 
was  continuing o Mr®  Wilson  asked  that  the  Commission  study  the  possibility 
of  using  Market  Consignment  Permits  to  go  to  destinations  other  than  rail- 
way shipping  points  or  livestock  markets® 

May  24,  196?  at  IQjOO  A®  M®,  a hearing  was  called  to  order  by  President 
Wilson  on  application  of  the  Miles  City  Sales  Yard  Company  for  a Certificate 
of  Public  Convenience  and  Necessity,  said  application  at  hearing  required 
because  of  changes  of  corporate  ownership  and  management  of  that  market® 

The  Commission  heard,  testimony  of  the  applicants,  no  protestants  were  present 
and  the  conclusion  of  the  hearing  ordered  that  a Certificate  of  Public  Con- 
venience and  Necessity  be  granted  to  the  new  Miles  City  Sales  Yard  Company® 

Other  matters  reviewed  and  acted  upon  by  the  Commission  were  the  survey  of 
predator  losses  in  the  state,  the  Rabies  Program  and  its  financing  and 
operation  of  that  program  to  be  continued  in  the  future® 

The  Commission  ordered  that  the  $25,000  appropriated  to  the  Livestock  Com- 
mission by  the  last  legislature  for  Rabies  Control  only  be  expended  after 
either  .Dr®  John.  W®  S afford  or  Dr®  Glen  G®  Halver  of  the  Livestock  Sanitary 
Board  or  Dr®  John  Anderson  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  had  recommended 
emergency  control  measures  they  deemed  practical  in  the  control  and  eradi- 
cation of  Rabies  in  Montana  and  further,  that  they  make  the  request  to  the 
Livestock  Commission  to  do  the  control  work® 

The  Commission  ordered  that  a research  project  be  instituted  at  the  State 
Laboratory  at  Bozeman,  such  project  directed  at  the  determination  of  the 
age  of  a brand  on  a live  animal  or  on  a hide® 

Again  reviewing  the  Rabies  Program,  the  Commission  ordered,  that  Mr®  Cheney 
and  Mr®  Wilson  be  authorized  to  make  a determination  of  the  emergency 
measures  to  be  enacted® 

Dean  Prosser,  Secretary  of  the  Wyoming  Stockgrowers  Association,  Howard 
Parker,  District  Inspector  at  Billings  and  Melvin  Holmquist  of  the  P & S, 
Denver,  Colorado,  entered  the  meeting  and.  discussed  with  the  Commission  an 
investigation  of  stolen  livestock  originating  in  Wyoming  and  which  investi- 
gation might  reflect  on  some  individuals  in  Montana®  The  Commission  promised 
its  assistance  in  the  investigation®. 
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The  Governor’s  Advisory  Committee  on  Predator  Control  had  requested  the 
Livestock  Commission  to  increase  mill  levy  on  cattle  for  the  Predator 
Control  Program  by  one  mill®  The  Commission  authorized  this  increased 
mill  levy  for  the  Predator  Control  Program  if  a resolution  favoring  such 
increase  was  adopted  by  the  Montana  Stockgrowers  Association  Convention® 
The  Commission  ordered  that  if  such  an  increase  was  made,  funds  by  used 
only  for  increased  work  on  the  hunter- trapper  level  in  the  field® 


REPORT  FOR  "E3 TRAYS"  FOUND 


The  report  covers  livestock  classified  as  actual  "estrays"  and  also  those 
animals  held  for  ownership  which,  after  investigation,  are  either  returned  to 
recorded  owner  of  brand  or  brand  owner  receives  proceeds  from  sale® 

Inspectors  send  in  cards  which  show  where  animal(s)  are  found,  (Range, 
Ranch,  Shipment,  etc®).  Also  shown  is  the  number  of  head,  brand,  further 
description  and  what  disposition  was  made  of  the  animal(s). 


Those  listed  under  "Market  Inspectors"  are  found  by  inspectors  at  licensed 
livestock  markets  in  shipments  which  are  consigned  for  sale  by  someone  other 
than  the  recorded  owner  of  brand  on  animal® 

Those  listed  under  "District  Inspectors"  are  found  in  course  of  inves- 
tigation work  in  the  field,  inspection  at  country  shipping  points  and  in 
checking  cattle  on  ranches®  If  owner  can  be  found  he  Is  notified  and  dispo- 
sition is  left  to  owner®  If  owner  cannot  be  located  animals  are  advertised 
under  Section  4.6-1002,  Revised  Codes  of  Montana,  1947*  or  shipped  to  a licensed 
livestock  market  for  sale® 

Those  listed  under  "Association  Inspectors"  are  found  and  handled  in  the 
same  manner  as  explained  under  "District  Inspectors".  These  inspectors  are 
hired  by  county  or  local  associations  for  investigations,  inspections  and  for 
protection  of  livestock  producers  from,  rustling  and  losses® 

Those  listed  under  "Deputy  Inspectors"  are  found  at  time  of  inspection  as 
required  before  leaving  county  of  origin.  The  Deputy  Inspector  sees  that  animal 
is  returned  to  owner  or  if  owner  cannot  be  determined,  reports  to  District 
Inspector  who  then  disposes  of  animal  as  prescribed  under  "District  Inspectors", 
above  ®

At  the  Helena  office  226  reports  were  received  of  cattle,  horses  and 
sheep  being  lost  or  stolen®  The  number  of  head  involved  was  789  cattle,  50 
horses  and  3*009  sheep,  a total  of  3*848  head® 

In  most  instances  the  owner  of  the  missing  stock  does  not  make  a report 
until  several  weeks  after  the  stock  has  disappeared®  This  adds  to  the  difficulty 
of  tracing  and  locating  the  stock®  In  addition  to  the  reports  of  loss  turned  in 
to  the  office,  the  District  Inspectors  receive  many  reports  direct  from  the  owner® 
The  Inspector  often  locates  the  stock  and  so  no  loss  report  comes  to  the  Helena 
office® 


Twelve  bulletings  listing  description  and  various  other  data  on  missing 
stock  were  circulated  during  the  year®  These  were  sent  to  the  District  and  Market 
Inspectors,  Sheriffs,  the  Highway  Patrol,  the  F®B®I®  and  to  Customs  Officers  and 
Inspection  Agencies  of  the  adjoining  states* 

District  Inspectors  supervise  the  local  inspection  work  done  by  326  Deputy 
Inspectors  now  under  bond®  Deputy  Inspectors  are  not  paid  by  the  State  but  they 
retain  the  fee,  set  by  law,  which  they  collect  from  the  shipper  or  owner  of  the 
livestock  inspected.*

The  statutes  give  the  owner  a period  of  two 
years  in  which  to  establish  his  claim  to  sold  estrays®  Valid  claims  are 
paid  from  this  fund.  Net  proceeds  not  claimed  within  the  two  year  period 
are  transferred  to  the  Livestock  Commission  Fund  at  the  request  of  the 
commission.  It  has  been  the  policy  of  the  commission  to  honor  claims 
established  after  the  two  year  period  in  which  case  payment  is  made  from 
the  Livestock  Commission  Fund, 


The  balance  of  monies  in  this  fund  does  not  reflect  income  or 
expenses  of  the  Livestock  Commission  and  should  not  be  taken  into 
consideration  in  determining  budget  expenditures  and  income® 
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PREDATORY  ANIMAL  CONTROL 


For  the  purpose  of  predatory  animal  control  the  State  is  divided  into  four 
control  districts.  Operations  within  these  districts  are  based  on  economic  losses 
and  needs.  Plans  are  worked  out  annually  by  the  Governor’s  Advisory  Committee  on 
Predatory  Animal  Control  and  the  Montana  District  Agent  of  the  U.  3®  Fish  and 
Wildlife  Service.  The  Committee  is  composed  of  five  members , one  member  represent- 
ing each  of  the  followings  The  Montana  Wool  Growers  Association,  the  Montana  Stock- 
growers  Association,  the  Montana  Federated  Wildlife  Clubs,  the  Montana  County  Com- 
missioners Association  and  the  fifth  member  is  the  Director  of  the  Montana  Fish 
and  Game  Department.  The  Secretary  of  the  Montana  Livestock  Commission  is  the  ex- 
officio  secretary  of  the  Committee® 

Funds  for  this  program  are  derived  from  four  principal  sources:  County 

contributions  are  derived  from  a special  tax  on  sheep,  these  funds  are  retained 
in  the  county  and  expended  by  order  of  the  county  commissioners.  The  other  three 
sources  are  the  Montana  Livestock  Commission,  Department  of  Fish  and  Game  and 
the  Bureau  of  Sport  Fisheries  and  Wildlife.  Funds  from  these  sources  are  used 
state-wide  with  the  exception  of  National  Parks  and  Wilderness  areas. 

Predator  Control  is  important  to  most  of  the  agricultural  industry.  Live- 
stock probably  suffers  the  greatest  damage  in  Montana®  However,  the  production 
of  poultry,  honey,  and  garden  produce  as  well  as  game  animals  is  greatly  affected 
by  the  activity  of  predator  animals.
